REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a series of electrolytic cells 
arranged to form at least two lines of cells that are rectilinear and parallel with each 
other with the cells being arranged transversally with the longitudinal axis of each line of 
cells and having a constant center distance between the cells and each cell having the 
same length and further having connecting conductors between the cells of each line 
forming a body of conductors. The plurality of cells further have a correction circuit 
comprised of a correction conductor situated along the first line on the side of the 
second line, a second correction conductor, situated along the second line on the side 
of the first line and at least one rectilinear connection conductor which is connected to 
the interior correction conductors and is arranged to be perpendicular to the longitudinal 
axis. None of the prior art of record teach and/or suggest such a series of electrolytic 
cells which will reduce or compensate or balance the magnetic field at the level of the 
cells at the end of the connection by using this specific arrangement of the connection 
circuit of the lines of the electrolysis cells in combination with the transverse section of 
the correction circuit.
